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Cafeteria  Staff  Prepares 
Enough  Food  to  Feed  Citv 


“ONE  FLOCK  GONE,”  reports  cafeteria  director  Glen  Vogt, 
shown  with  members  of  his  staff  behind  a  mound  of  500  chick¬ 
ens,  which  were  consumed  at  one  meal. 


“Every  day  and  one- 
half  our  cafeteria  staff  pre¬ 
pares  enough  food  to  feed  one 
meal  to  the  city  of  Maryville,” 
reported  Glen  F.  Vogt,  head  of 
food  service  at  MSC. 

If  one  considers  that  the  av¬ 
erage  family  has  four  mem¬ 
bers,  he  can  understand  that 
the  staff  is  feeding  the  equiv¬ 
alent  of  500  families  or  2,000 
people  at  the  cafeteria  each 
meal.  Such  food  service  and 
preparation  means  almost 
round  -  the  -  clock  working. 

To  serve  a  typical  breakfast, 
the  staff  provides  16  dozen 
doughnuts  or  sweet  rolls,  90 
dozen  scrambled  eggs,  100 
loaves  of  bread,  15  g^lons  of 
coffee,  20  gallons  of  hot  choco-  { 
late,  18  gallons  of  hot  cereal, 
1,500  individual  cereals,  100 
pounds  of  bacon,  and  four  cas¬ 
es  of  bananas. 

At  a  roast  beef  meal  will  be 
served  850  pounds  of  roast 
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beef,  1,000  pounds  of  potatoes 
for  mashed  potatoes,  45  gallons 
of  gravy,  18  cases  of  No.  10 
cans  of  vegetables.  All  meat 
served  at  the  cafeteria  is 
USDA  approved. 

A  night  crew  prepares  all 
baked  goods.  For  one  meal 
they  bake  245  pies.  It  takes  two 
girls  three  hours  to  cut  and 
serve  the  pies.  Doughnuts  are 
made  with  the  recently  pur¬ 
chased  doughnut  machine, 
vyhich  can  turn  out  24  dozen 
an  hour. 

The  cafeteria  is  actually  in 
operation  22  hours  a  day.  Not 
over  four  to  four  and  one-half 
hours  can  be  spent  in  prepar¬ 
ing  any  one  meal,  the  manager 
reported. 

“It  is  hard  to  satisfy  every¬ 
one,”  Mr.  Vogt  said,  and  smil¬ 
ingly  added,  “but  every  other 
day  we  try  to  please  some¬ 
one.”

As  an  editorialsit  I  cannot  afford  to  be  left  behind.  If  no 
one  reads  what  I  write  because  of  mistakes  in  fact,  I  cannot 
lirovoke  student  opinion,  thought,  or  discussion.
